The subject is an 
interesting one, and we purpose comment- 
ing; upon one or two facts t!mt avr pi’omi- 
nently brought forwaul. Mr Asii«, tiopt k 
of the new achoo), which jutriio'.es all 
changes that have taken place diiHly to 
the influences of the glarial period. To 
some extent the tli-’ory propounded l>v ihia 
school is no doubt correct, though it would 
not be applicable to Africa, for iusi.uicc. 
Whatever, tlien, may h.ive been the real 
results produced by the glacial period, we 
cannot help thinking that Jie opinion of 
Dr Hector is also of value, and that In tlie 
matter of our gol’d-di’ifts'and reefs vofcanic 
ug^nicy and water-courses have plavf-d an 
important part. It is satisfactory to no- 
tice, however, that the authoririen of the 
two schools agree upon the value of our 
gold deposits. Mr Ashcroft is more san- 
guine than Dr Hector as to their extent, 
v-due, aivl permanency ; but both agi-ec 
that, 80 far as miuihj^ lias been pursned, 
we have merely scratched at the surface. 
There is not the slightest reason why deep 
sinking should not exist in Otago ; and 
certainly the splemlid valley of the Upper 
ClutliA, or, as it is hereafter proposed to b« 
named, the Bendigo- dwtrict, encourages 
the opinion that at a modet-ixte depth sevo- i 
ml ancient water-courses will be discovered. 
These Mr Ashcroft predicts will bo anri- ! 
feroiia ; our own opinion ia that they will 
be found extremely rich. The formation I 
of the country points 'to their existence, | 
and their discovery is merely ’a matter ofj 
timo.

A new line of reef waft stnick yesterday 
morning .at Bendigo Gnllvbv Stewart Richmond 
and partv. It is situated about 300 vanls north 
of Colclnugh’s reef. The pro.<;}>cctai's have dij. 
covereil gold in the stone, and yesterday after- 
noon thev made .application for protection for a 
prospecting claim of 1200 feet. 

Pressure upon our space compels us to 
hold over a report of the proceedings in the 
"Warden’s Court oil Wednesday last. In the 
more important cases,' however, judgment was 
reserved until the sitting of the Court on the 
ftth inst. ; and as the Warden expressed his in- 
tention to commit to writini; his decision:^ in 
these cases, we shall endeavour to publish the 
same in full. 

We have been courteously furnished by 
the Mayor (Mr W. H. Wlietter) with a copy of 
a letter received by the Town Clck from the 
Provincial Treasurer and dated 2dth ult. The 
Treasurer asks to be furnished with ''a state- 
ment shewing the amount of the rate levied, also 
the 'Iimonnts collocled for the immicipal year 
ending 31st July lasli and states that '* the 
snhaidy is jmund for pound on a shilling rate.”

The next sitting of the Warden's Court, 
to he held in Cromwell on the 7th and 8th inst. , 
will be of & very important nature, aud a settle- 
ment of many disputes will take place.

Fmacr’s station and in tho Camck ranges. 

Fortified, then, by tbeso opinions, wo may 
confidently roly upon a prosporous future ; 
and avo hopo that tho energy and skill of 
the present residents will lay the founda- 
tion stone, ns it wore, npon a sound basis. 

A judicious combination of labour and 
capital will do much to develope these re- 
sources, ns well iis those of other substances 
and mineruls. 

The lecture wo nre noticing further 
sngge.sted to us the necessity for the estnli- 
lishmcnt of a mining school. We may n^'t 
be ripe enough for that yet ; but of thi.s 
we arc convinced, that a course of lectures, 
nnnually delivered by a competent aiitho- 
rity, would be of value, if they were made 
accessible to the mining ]»opulalioti by 
being delivered at tho various centres of 
population. If nothing more can be done, 
we hope the subject will not escape the 
attention of the Council of the Otago Uni- 
vorsity. That the mo.st valuable resource 
that Otago possesses is gohl, fcav will ven- 
ture to deny. To neglect to give some in- 
fltruction, then, upon our auriferous ciipu- 
hilitie.s, would be an anomaly ; hub we ex- 
pect, living though we do in a gold coun- 
try, that the subject will be treated wdtb 
indifference, and, as heretofore, things 
bllndlv left to chance. 

While upon this matter, xve may point 
out that a visit from a visit from DvITec- 
Tou would be jnvnbmble just at pre.sent; 
andasour contributions to the revenue are 
very respecbiblo, such a visit could hardly 
bft grudged on .a pecuniary gmuncl. 

We are convinced that an appe.'il through 
the Superintendent to the Colonial Go- 
vernment w-ould be resj)onded to cor- 
diallv. The worthy Doctor ha.s recently 
visited the Canterlniry reefs ; but his pre- 
sence hero is dcsiml for an cxaininatiou 
of other things tlmn tlic reefs actually dis- 
coverf»d. We are not alone in the opinion 
that the formation of this portion of the 
country is of a singular and to some extent 
of a different nature to other rock-heaving 
districts. The workings on Bendigo Hill 
will, we predict, one of these days up- 
RPt many pro'^om^eived notions, and cluiugc 
some fi.\ed ideius of wh-it constitutes a 
quartz reef. We liope this suggestion will 
be taken up, and bear fruit. 

In conclusion, we would call attention to 
Mr AsilcnOFT’s remnrks on the intredno- 
tion, or rather the in-migration, of the Chi 
nesf‘. Before imvnv years a vast stream of 
population will be setting in from th *t 
Aitiaticcountry— amovcmoiifc of jmpulation 
fin vast and great, that the world has not 
often witnc«sc<l its equal. Our own colo 
nizing efforts will be puny to it, and our 
numbera dwriricd to compardive insignifi- 
cance. The A nimca us see this, and Con- 
gress meets to consider a gmve diffieultv. 

The next, if not even this, generationi of 
colnuists will no doubt have to encounter 
or m^et an influx of a foreign |K>pul;*tion 
thaJ cannot be stayed, hut may be governed.

THE NEW COURT-IIOfSX SITE. 

A long discussion then took place nn the ques- 
tion of recommending to the (juvorimieut a sit* 
for the proposed new Court-liuuss. 

Cr. Biwlger spoke at considerable length in 
favour nf the site being fixed, at the Public 
Buildings Reserve (situate at the north-western 
extremity of the town, and abimt half-a-mile 
distant from the Council Chamber), Cr. Badger 
argued that all Government buildings should be 
placed ill secluded positions, in o'nler to prevent 
the great inconvenience and interruption to tho 
public business which might result from he 
noise .aud bustle of traffic in the inhabited por- 
tifiiis of the town. He was, however, qui^e con-- 
tent to leave the question of site iu the Jiauds of 
Mr Pyke. 

The Mayor said that for bis o^vn part he 
woubl much rather the selection of a site should 
be left to tho GoTemmeut ; but the Warden 
(Mr Fyke) was desirous that the Council should 
choose a site. He (the Mayor) certainly would 
not like to see the Court-house place<l at such a 
distance from tiie centre of Lhe town as the pub- 
lie buiUinga reserve, He was iu favour of re- 
coinmeuding the Goverinneiit to erect the build- 
ing either ou the site adjoining the Council 
Chamber, or in the vicinity of the Fuiice Camp. 

After aume further discussion, Cr Bailgcr 
proposed that a former rcsidutiun uf the Council 
— to the elFect tli.at the site atljoining the (.Coun- 
cil Cliiiinber ahouhl be ofi'ered to the Govern- 
ment ill exchange for the ground on which the 
present Court-house is ci-ected— be rescinded. 

The Mayor aiid that if Ur. Badger pressed hi* 
motion, he slinul.l adjouni the mecLin'.:, Onej 
of the Coujicillnrs wi;s at present iu lieinligo 
Gull.y, and another h:ul just resigned ; so that 
Bridge Ward was whnily unrepresenlcd at that 
meeting, and it would be an injiisUce to the 
ratepayers of the Ward to fix the site until a 
full meeting uf the Uouucil could be hehl. 

It was then moveil by Cr. Dagg, seconded by 
Cr. B.adgcr-i-'‘ 'l'h.at the selection of a site for 
the proposed Court-house he left entirely in the 
hands of Mr Fyke.”

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GLACIERS AND GOLD.' “i 

ItECTUIlP BT JAriES AStIcnoFT, E3(}., M.P.O. 
■^\:turs, titled as al)OT«, was delivered

nted. Mr W. H. Wlietter,' J.P., took 
e chair, and in a few nppvopidato words 
traduced Jlr Aahorofc to tho audience, 
.’'e regret that a want of apace will not 
low us to pnlilish more than a rupro out- 
110 of the lecture, as it is a subject of very 
■eat interest, more especially to a mining 
.Bumunity. 

1 Mr Ashcroft, in eommenciiig his lecture, 
lid that no doubt many present would 
ke him to answer two questions before 
5 proceeded any further, viz., Whut is a 
lacier t and, What have glaciers to do 
ith gold 1 In answer to the tirst question 
0 would state that “ a glacier is a vast 
iece of ice which fonn.s in the valleys be- 
Toon high mountain ranges, and liaving 
motion proper to itself through tha esc- 
ansion of. its bulk by heat and other 
U13S.S, carries along with it in its slow, 
ut almost irresistible course, iumiense 
lasses of rock, which arc broken from the 
)ps and sides of tho mdiintaius during its' 
ragres.s." The locturor then gave extracts 
■Oiu the works of Dr Hoclistetter, descrip- 
VO of many of the l-arge glaciers in tho 
'irthoru part of this island visited by Dr 
faast and himself at various times. The 
ocky cliffs of one of these immense masses 
f ice, visited by Dr K-aast in 18G1, were 
Ollft. hi.gli, almost vertical, and showed 
lainly-stre.aked slips, a proof t1i.it the 
lacier must liave bean much higher -in 
>rnier times. .Another glacier, in the 
leighliaiirhtiod of hliiuat C.'xik, called the 
Ire It Tasman glacier, is described by Dr 
lochstctter as being eijhtctn miles' in 
ength, with a hrcildth of Iw-.t mi'es at its 
evininal face. It is thclarg-cst gl icier .ypt 
[iscovered in New Zeal md. For, a (lis- 
:snot! of two miles this glacier is entir.dy 
levered with an 'enormous load of rocks 
^ud d«4ri>, so that the ice is only, now and 
!i«a visible. “ Now it is apparent (con- 
inued the lecturer) that these ira'ncnsc 
jnisses of ice, carrying along with them 
minense quantities of detritns — rocks and 
nones torn from the mountains — must 
iually deposit their load somewhere, and 
.ve accordingly find wliat are called lateral 
md terminal ' — rocks piled and 

aiinblcil one over the other in every cam- 
?(Mvabtc manner. * * ■* .* It is 

now becoming pretty well understood by 
lacntific men that the saiHb notion which 
IS now visible in places more or less re- 
I'uoto from the more temper itc regions of 
the earth, anrl at elevations more or less 
con.siderablc, has been going on over v.ast 
regions whore tlici e no longer rests a vns- 
ti.ge of tlio ice and snow wliioh has do-io 
jtlic work. In order, then, to establish the 
[fact of glacial action having e.xtended over 
wide regions not now subject to it, we 
jiave to suppose soma climatic changes, or 
ja greater degree of elevation, and it wilt 
he readily seen that the change, an far as 
h’ew Zealand is concerned, need not have 
been very great, since oven now icebergs 
appro-vcIi within HOO miles of our shores, 
and glaciers extend, in the nortliei'n por- 
tion of this island, to within a few miles of 
the coast." Tli-i lecturer then went on to 
refer to the evidence which existed as to 
the great change which h.vl evidnntlv 
taken place in the elevation of the laii l in 
this Pi'ovince, mentinuing the fart thit 
fossil Shells, t'jeth of niirlne animals, -ikc., 
had liesii found at a hright of nearly 2000 
feet above the level of the sen. tie stated 
that in this view he was strongly supported 
|by the opinion of Mr J. T. Thomson, the 
jiresent Chief Commissioner of Crown 
Jjinds, who liad pointed out in the fol- 
lowing words what must prohihl* then 
h ive bacti the state of things “ Glaciei's 
,to have floated over tho surface of this 
island— a.s their drifts prove them to have 
Idonc— must have required that the land 
was then 3000 to 4000 feet lower than it 
is at present. The Dunstan ami the 
Ib'wkdiin mountains would then lie large 
i'l Olds, and theTC-ikanni mountains would 
.si'iieur above the waters only ii.s an islet, 
all covered with snow. At this period, 
the T« \nau, Wakatlp, llawei, and Wa- 
naka lakes wore solid ice, which, having 
the motion common to glaciers, ground 
down the sides and bottoms of their res- 
pective Viillova, whose lowest extremes 
stretclmd out into the ocean, annually de- 
taching and fl'ia'iogoff icebergs, with their 
accimmlated bfnddcrs and d"tritus.'' The 
.lecturer quoted other scientific aiithorilios 
to prove the theory of the great ciiauges 
effected oil the face of nature by glacial 
action, and continued — “Having, then, 
pretty well established the probability of 
tlio theory th.at at some period of time pre- 
codin'g the present era — probably early in 
the tertiary period— glaciers extended over 
the whole country, which was then de- 
pressed by at least 2000 to .3000. feet be- 
low its present level; 'and having pointed 
yhat the constant -motion of these large 
downw-ardi ' tp’ the . sea would, 
y^tlicy. reached' th(Ve<lga"df the' ocean, 
j cause large masses of ice to become 
/ detached and float off as icebergs syith tltcir 
V loads of stones and detritus, I have now to 
j' refer to the consequent effect upon the for- 
^mation of the land as we now see it 
j'^Soorosbj plainly shews th.at icelwrgs yeqiiiro ^ 



water to float them eqiial in deptV to from 
eight to nine times their height shove 
water. Thus, if an ieoliorg were bno hun- 
dred feet above the water, it would require 
eiglit hundred to nine i^undred feet below 
it in ordor to float it*' We may readily 
imagine, therefore, that the grindirijj pro- 
cess of which I have spoken would e.xteiid 
a considerable number of miles along the 
Iwttom fi'om tlie main range, which would 
gradually slope downwards to the sea. 
These icebergs, exposed alternately to the 
waves and the ocean currents, tho grinding 
of the b( tf<5 n, and tlie force pushing be- 
Iiind tlicm, whiio'they. would disintegrate 
largo masses of rock, would thomselves 
liecomo broken off in pieces, and a.s warm 
curroiits were reached would gradually 
melt, and deposit the rooks and stones eii- 
I'loied in them, and in .some oases become 
stranded in the masses of basaltic rock 
thrown up by the volc.mic action from be- 
low.” Ill further confirmation of this 
theory, the lecturer referred to the iin- 
iiiense nmises of detritus found lying on 
the solid rock, now that the land has bc- 
conie elevated and the glaciers are only to 
bo found inland, together with large quan- 
tities of slate and quartz — the round, 
smooth portions of rock interraixt.l with 
the deposit evhlently h.iving been roumled 
by just such uii agent us ice, it being 
scarcely pos.sible to ira.igine that hard 
quartz lias been rounded by water alone. 
We regret that we cannot follow the lec-. 
tnrer through the rimainder of the first 
portion of his lecture, which w.,s interest- 
ing in the extreme, but our iimited spice 
precludes our doing so. We again quote 
the lecturer’s own words : — “ You all know 
the matrix or original source of gold is in 
the primary or secondary rocks — chiefly in 
the metiimorphic schists. These mebimor- 
phic schists (continued the lecturer) con- 
biiii v'eins of qu.irtz, so generallv as.se. 
elated with gold, though I believe not 
always, inasmuch as gold is found in schists 
or slates without quartz at all. But, in 
order to disclose the precious metal to tho 
alliivltl miner, a prooftSiS of breuking iip 
uiiist first haveopeurred — complete ren-lino 
-iLSiiii ler and disintegrating of hard, clos^ 
textured, solid rock, th-it would re.sist tho 
action of.water'albno for ages. Accord 
ingly. we see tbs miner.enga.ge l in sluicing, 
sihking throu'gh deep beds of drift, timuil- 
ling into drift deposited in tbe sides of hills, 
bottomiiig.gaiier.ilIy on the slate, but some- 
timc.s on ji later deposit, usually called a 
fiilse bottom, but which at the time of the 
dcjioslt was as true as tbe other. The 
heavier deposits of shotty niitl niiggety 
gold are, I believe, usually found in these 
bottoms ; but you are all quite aware that 
tliroughbut whole districts of tlii.s Province 
one can hardly put a sp:ide in anywhere 
and w ish the soil without finding specks 
of gold, which have doubtless been quictlv 
deposited from above as the ice in which 
the brokeii-up rock rs.Hted melted. Wher- 
ever, then, the conr.se of tbe rapid current 
lias been arrested by th-c sjn-o-iding out of 
the waters into a wile end comparatively 
still lake, there, nge after nge, has the pre- 
cious metal been deposite.1, not s ileK' or 
chiefly, ns J believe, by the forward flow 
of the river, but by the sinking in the 
nearly still w.iter of the heavy mctnl as 
liberated during tho sum nui- in iiiths from 
above. 1’horefbre, while you find riihor 
lea Is in some particular litre, you fin I in 
maur places gol.l' dlffu.sod ' throiighont 
irhole beds and hills of drift, more or less, 
from top to bottom.” Tire Isctiirsi- here 
stated it as Ills opinion that in the exten- 
dv-c I'Ut situated between CroTr'-vell and 
B-indigo Gully, some rich leads of gold 
tvouM yet bo discovered. lie thought 
there could ho no doubt that the whole 
fl it h id been depo, sited bvglrei il action, 
an 1 tho very fact of heavy g >1.| hiving 
been procured at the deep lead at the head 
of tlio lilt (in Bonligo Gnliv). and also 
rich doposi s h iving been found at its 
op]iosite end, almost warranted the assiimo- 
tioii that rich leads of gold would bo found 
scattered through it, although prolnhly at 
great doiitli.s. He venture I to ass'-rt tint 
there was yet a rich future in store for the 
Cromwell district, ami that at present it 
was merely in its inf.incv. Finally ref.ir- 
ring to the action of .glaciers in Neiv Zna- 
lami, tho lecturer said— “Thus hive wo 
had at work for us a vast crushing and 
puddling an.l sluicing macliiue, leaving a 
miss of auriferous conglomerate in the 
great, tail-races of . n itiire for us to was'i 
up. Travelling, as I have recently done, 
over many miles of similar country, l am 
iistoiiishcd .at tlie enormous we ilth of au- 
rifci-ous deposits lying ail roiiii l us and 
under our feet, capable of affording occu- 
pation and the means of livelihood to 
thousands hpon thousands yet to come 
amongst ns. We have but just touc’icd 
the surface and the very edge of the.se 
mighty deposits; even leaving out of the 
question the great storehon.ses in the hills 
out of which the auriferous drift Ims been 
cut, and which doll btl.iss still contain im- 
mense. maasss of the precious nietil. One 
almost begins to doubt whether gold will 
not 'become too coiiiraon. It caruret be 
eaten, it does: not wear out very quicklv, 
and’ yet wo areiever -finding' more and 
ra.oi;a and ever jncreasing our stock of the 
precious metal. ' Viewing it, boweyer, Vs 
the great inediiim of commercial exchange, 
as tho groat extender of our modern com- 
nicrao, which is rapidly opening up, year 
by year, fresh channels and new fields of 
enterprise, wd peed not bb afraid but that 



sU W3 can get will he needed, and that an 
hU-wIsc Oreator has put it there for buno- 
ficent purposes, , having regard to tbe 
good of the human race by the diffusion of 
population and the spread of civilization 
and Ohristianity.” — (Loud and prolonged 
applause.) 

Mr W. Grant, in a highly eulogistio 
speech, proposed a vote of thanks to Mr 
Ashcroft for his aide and iutetosting lec- 
ture, which had been listened to with tho 
des|iest interest by all. present; and we 
need hardly say that it was carried hy ac- 
claifisition. 

Jlr Ashcroft returned thanks, and the 
audience then dispersed. 



BENDIGO GULLT. 

Wo last week paid a visit to the reefs, 
and were certainly astonished at the num- 
ber of stores, hotels, and buildings of all 
descriptions which have been erected within 
the last three weeks. A considerable town- 
ship lias sprung into existence as if by 
magic, '.and although perhaps at present 
there are more places of business than the 
trade of the place would seem to warranti 
we have no doubt th-at in the course 
of a few months the population will be 
largely intamsed, and trade correspondingly 
brisker. In the meantime, there can be 
no doubt that tho building mania which 
seized a nuniher of our business people, a 
few weeks ago, has subsided, and that 
several who then had the idea of erecting 
branch places of business have given up 
the idea. As it is, we are afraid that 
liiiildin-gs have been put up rather prom i- 
turoly, and without due consideration of 
the actual requirem-onts of the place. 

A large huililing, to be oalled the B»n- 
dig!) R •<*f Hotel, iios been erected by Mr 
■John W. Good ill, at the bottom of the 
hill, near tho Cromwell Qiortz Mining 
C-mioany’s bittery. It is a substantial 
building, woll-Siiislio‘1, and posse.ssed of 
viry good accommodation. Next door to 
Mr Good ill's is VIessrs Mitchlson and 
Hivrison's general store, ivith a large stock 
of goo ls of almo.sb every description. With 
tha e-xoaiition of four small huts, the r.esi- 
deneos of minors employed at tire cnisliing 
m ieliiire, tho.se comprise the ivliole of the 
buililings until Messrs Smith and O’Don- 
nell’s hotel (in l store is rea'Cho-l. This is 
in close proximity to the new township of 
B uvligo, the site for which was fi.xed upon 
by His H'lnir the Superintendent on the 
occasi.oti of his rcc-DUt visit. Messrs Smith 
and O'Donnell are at present liiiilding a 
large, substantial stone store, itc., in order 
to eivible them to keep pace with the daily 
increasing requirements of the place. They 
have been in business in this losilitv for a 
luimher of year.s, and are well and favour- 
ably known t’lrauglioiit the district. 

After leiving Messrs Smith and O’Don 
nsll’s, a rather steep ascent of about half-a- 
inile has to he surmounted, when the 
■actual township (to which the name of 
Legantown liis been very appropriately 
given) is reachc l. Here the barge majority 
of building.s are erected — stores, hotels, 
butchers' and blacksmiths’ shops, and other 
places of huslness bein-g largely represented. 
The firet building er.ectsd on this spot was 
the genera! store of Mr Ja'ne.s Biare, who 
h IS no doubt done very well by his ven- 
ture. having had the trade to liim.self for 
some time. A nest little cottage for Mr 
Thoms Logan, one of the pioneers of 
qnirtz mining in the district, and after 
whom the township has been named, was 
til l next .striicturn on the ground ; and 
sinc-o its com rreucement tire rapidity with 
which buil'lings have been begun, gone on 
with, an 1 connlct-al, has hoen so nething 
snrprising. Mr W. ShanU’,' of CranweM, 
Air .Tohn Porrlan, of Lowburii, and Mi- 
ff. Tlior.n ihlen, of Civile, h ive all erected 
stores ; hotels have been built by Mr G. 
Burl, of Cirdron-i. .Air J. Paterson, of 
Clyde, ami by Mr Rnsssll ; hiiteliers' shops 
have looen started by Mr AV. J, Barry and 
All- C. Willfauis ; while a b-ikcry has been 
built by M ■■ Stevenson, of Clvde, and a 
clothiov’s establishment by Mr Is-iaes.

The BoresforJs and the 'Vivians are 
both of ancient lineage, 'i’lie former trace 
to the Normans; tlio latter to tho Roinuns, 
or tho aborigines of llritain. The licresfords, 
in consequence of their alliance witli the 
hoiri!.S3 of tho Do la Poer.s, attained tlie 
peerage more tliaua hundred yeiira ago. The 
Vivians becauio our, filed in tho Uirotrige 
of iSngland only in 1841, and tho (list 
holder of tlio title lived but a siiiglo yo.ir 
to enjoy the patent of nobility which he 
had earned by gallant ami valuable ser- 
vice rendered to his country. The second 
son of tills estiiuaUto tn.in has been for tlie 
greater part of tlie last thirty years a mem- 
ber nf Parliament, and is now fur the second 
time the repre-iontative of 'rruro. He is 
also a Lord of tlie Treasury. In the year 
1861, he married, os his second wife, Flo- 
rence Grosvenor, the daughter of Major 
Rowley, of tho Bombay Gavaliy. 'With 
this lady lie lived in great liappiness for 
several years, and she became tho mother 
of three daughters, tiio youngest of whom 
was born in May, 18C8. loiaving this 
intereHtlug liouaeliuld for a ninmenl, it is 
necessary to revert to the illustrious family 
of the Bmvsfords, in order to prepiro for 
the story we have to rehearse. In the 
year 178d, the Baron Tyrone, the repre- 
sentative at that day of the De la Poers, 
and the Earesfords, w.is. created Marquis 
of Waterford, Tiie present possessor of 
this title is still a young man of about 25 
yo:irs of age, h iving succeeJed his father 
in 1863, with more honors than wo care 
to enumerate, and broad estates in ftehind 
•and in the County of Northumberland. 
Three ye.u'.s before tbe death of iris fatlwr 
and while lie was only a courtesy-lord, a 
member of the House of Commons, and a 
giy captain in the Life Guards, heentere-l 
into a frietnlship with his brother-legisla- 
tor, Mr Vivian — a friendship so unusually 
warm th-it it may be described as highly 
sontimcntil, if, indeed, it was not hypo- 
critical from the first. When at length 
he inherited the coronet and estates of ins 
fither, in 18GG, it would appear that he 
lost no time in doing the hon-ors of his 
country seat in Irelan.l, as a bach.elor-liost, 
to bi.s dearly-loved friend.s, Mr and Mrs 
Vivian. So- earnestly did he affect their 
society that he uniiitentioailly prevented 
bis friend from obtaining olSie un ler the 
Governmont of Lord Russell, by keeping 
hi n at O.irraghmore when, as he became 
an ofli 33-seeker, he ought to have been in 
combint attondance at Brookes’, Artluirs’, 
or W :iite’s Clubs, in St Jamss’s. When 
it W.1.S too late-, however, it ovould appear 
that -Vlr Viviin left foi- London, and Mrs 
Vivim continued her visit in Ireland. 
Thus, opportunity presented itself for the 
development of an evil passion ivhich may 
h ive been germinating even at that e:irly 
period, but which very soon after began to 
bc.ir deadly fruit, which has poisoned the 
purity anil peace of one family, and blighted 
the reputation of the Marquis of VV-iterford 
for ever amongst all evhosegood opinion is 
worth hiving. In the course of the years 
18G7 and 1SG3, there appe.ii-s to have been 
muo'i going on, which, to say the least, 
was inconsistent with the sanctity of 
friendship-; but at all events early in the 
pvaaent year, esrtain letters which- h id 
been exchinged b-rtween the ilirq^iiis ami 
Mrs Vivi in fell into the kinds of the lady’s 
husband, and tkise suddenly re ve.iled to 
him the monstrous outrage upon- his 
honour, of which his aristocratic frienrl 
anl Ills trusted wife had been guilty. It 
having o:ims to the knowledge of the'guiltjr 
piir that theii-in-rdmoiis amour hud been 
discovered, they took flight together, and 
proseeded to.- Purls, whei'e they abandoned 
themselves, without the ordinary reserve of 
decency to-thelr mutual iufitnation. There 
is no question of their guilt The only 
doubt is- as: to the length of time the foul 
treason iiad been going on- under the ma.sk 
of frieudshi]), .Anxious to shield an aris- 
tocnitie mime from scmdal, and to rescue 
a loved: one from- sin, the hus'iaiid went to- 
the-extreme of long-snffei'ing with his de- 
gCiKledwife ; but his compassion was in 
vaim 'File work of pollution: had been too 
tlioroughly done : the mind had k-ien de- 
pr.ivsd, and tho heart— th-it should ever 
h-ive bjen-g'ii-ied hy tbe heraldic w.otto of 
the Vivians, “heart noble, be.irt i'mraov- 
iiMe," — had been alienaterl for ever, and 
the holy bon-1 was exchanged for the 
slavery of an adnitorous p-ission, “I am 
.going to my ruin, I know, but I cannot 
hoM biok,” wrote the into.xie.ated wanton 
to her sorrowing, pitiful, patient hn.sbund; 
“ do not think of me, and do not send for 
m3, for Heuvem’s sake. For tho liist time,” 
For the last time indeed. Since then- the- 
law Ids stoppe l in, .and has decreed, pro- 
visionnllv, that min and wife are man and 
wife no longer. Tho husband must seek 
solace in .serving libs country. The little 
innocent babes must have some foster- 
motlior — they have no mother now. Tlie 
wi-Iowod' wife, the childless mother, is 
hencofor.th a c ist:uvay, a branded-' adiih 
tress, the plivthing for a few tlays, or it m.oy 
bs a yc.ir or two, of her treacherous par.v 
monr. Bat wlrit of him who has wrought 
aff tills shams .and woe?

His hei-editary right to niako tlio 
laws is qiretty nearly equivalent to a 
license foi' breaking tho laws be heljis to 
iiiako, AVlion he link tired of his toy, ho 
may throw it away, ond nobody forsooth, 
must think shams of the ivild young aris- 
tocrat. He will come buck bye and bye, 
and tiike his sc.at, as a matter of right, in 
the House of Lords, to legislate in the 
interests of hi.-i coiastitueiicy, to wit, his 
largo cst:itus and his noble self. It would 
never do for jieccant lords to be unseated, 
at least not in these days, fm- they are so 
luimei'ous tliat the TJjiper House, which, 
except on occasions of great party fights, 
Is always thin euooigh, might sometimes 
be all but empty.

The diffusion of intelligence 
has removed the craven reverence for 
inherited wealth and transmitted fame 
on which hereditary legislators are still 
fatuously counting, and a few more shocks 
of the kind tli.it have become most omin- 
ously common will bring the crown of their 
pride to the fiiist M iiiy of the peers 
deserve a place in the House of tiie People.

We are informed 
that Barbour and party had been working 
in the vicinity for some time, doing very 
little, but on the d.ay mentioned they bot- 
tomed a p;iddo-?k, Oft. by Cffi, .and took 
fi'om it lOSozs. of rough, heavy pieoi-s of 
gold. Two of the pieee.s weighed respec- 
tively SOozsi and flfluzs. Tlvis gokl was 
foiunl in: the gutter; wldoli- the party are 
now engaged in following up- 

T\vo limidi'cd and four ounces of gold 
have been obtained from twenty-two tons 
of quartz taken out of a chiiin. at Tiimtu- 
rooiia, New South Wlilcs, avlieie rich veins 
are being discovered. 

'rhe IPesi Const Times of the 18th inst. 
says ; — We stated, some days ago. tliat a 
I gentleman, possessing a thorough kiiow- 
; led.ga of quartz reefs, had proceeiled to the 
' Taij )0 for the purpo.se of inapecting tlie 
reef at that place.. He-returned yestei-dav, 
and cotifirras the report that the reef is lin 
extensive one. Several specimens which 
lie brought down, and wliidi have been 
shown to iifi, contain gpld visible to tbe 
ikikodoye, and wliiclq on- a microseop-ic in- 
spection, appear to- contain gold through- 
out. Smart and party, who h:ive a cl titn 
on the ground, are sanguine that better 
reefs will be found in the neiglibourhood, 
and they intend, as soon as tbeyare able, 
to. make the necessary arrangements to try 
and discover them. There are a good 
many men on the ground, and more are 
arriving daily. At Kelly's Creek, about 
flfteeivnicn arc working, .who arc evidently 
getting gold, but lo-w.Iia,t extent could not 
be ascertained, A number of ;>sirtie.s are 
also scattered about prospeotiiig in the 
neighbourhood of the reef. 

’I'lie reported gold discovery at Bream 
Creek, Tasmania, turiiB out to be an egra- 
gious “ sell;” according to tiie Hobart Town 
ifercurij of the 3rd instant. “ Tlio party 
went to inspect the creek, remained on the 
ground some time, and sunk a number of 
holes without getting the least color. Dr 
Smart has exuraine.l severuP of tlie pieces 
of metal found at Bream Creek, and from 
his peraon:iI experience of'Gold-fi'ekls, and 
also from testing, pronounces the metal to 
be vvliat i.s known on the 'Vie'orlun diggings 
ns “ Chinese gold”— a miitallic uompi n-id 
vv'itlimit a particle of the precious metal in 
it. 'file presence of a number of Cliini- 
men nt Bream Creek of lute ycai-s may ac- 
count, perhaps, for- the presence of tbe 
metal. It is not iiiipvobible that it is ]jor- 
tion of a parcel which lies been thrown 
awav — .John C.'iinaman having found no 
I victim to pick up. with it here..

A J-amaica eorrespoudeiit gives a vivid 
account of a tragic .scene wliich had come 
undar his obsErvatioa. Ho says an Ameri- 
can seiiinen, the son of Etiglisli parents, 
laid been condumueil to lie shut oil a 
cliargo of lioing coiiiiuctod witii a flllhus- 
toring expedition — the evidence being full 
of inconsisteiieies and very doftotivo. Al- 
though stveiiuoii.s exertions were inado hy 
the English and American consuls, the 
Spanish authorities seemed determined 
to sacrifice tho condemned man's life. On 
tlio morning appointed for his execution, 
he was marched out to the usual place. 
He. was immediately followe-I by Mr 
llamsdeii, British vice-consul, and tho 
American vice-consul, to m-ake a still 
fiirtlier jirolest. Mr Kanisden read the 
document, protesting in the name of 
Englaml and America, declaring that the 
prisoner was altogether innocent of tlje 
charge which had been Laid iigiiinst him, 
demanding his immediate release, and 
declaring that those wliO' toolc tliat man's 
life would be guilty of murder, and would 
be answerable to the Governments of Eng- 
land ond America. During the reading of 
this document the prisoner fainted from 
excitement, ond there were strong signs 
of impatieiico on the part of the Spanish 
troops. A consultation followed, and the 
consuls were evciitiully informed tliat 
their remonstrance came too late ; tlrntthe 
prisoner had been sentenced to death for 
having taken up arms against Spain, and 
tliat the sentence must be carried out. 
The order was tlien given to the firing 
party to “ present.” Instantly Mr Rams- 
deii and the American consul, rushing 
with the flags of their respective nations- 
before the levelled rifles to the side of the 
victim, shouted “^Hold 1 ”■ Wrapping the 
English flag around himself and the 
prisoner, anil addressing tlie officer in. 
charge oi the firing {sirty, he said i — “ As 
a consul of tlie Britannic ilajesty, I can- 
not stainl silently by and see this foul 
murder of an innocent man. It is my 
duty to protect Iris life, and if yon take 
Ills, you must take it through these,” and 
placed himsilf immediately in front of tlie 
condemned man — the -Americ-ani coesuh 
wrapped in the “ stars and strifies,” being 
on the other side, 'i'he Spaniards stood 
aghast. A consultation! was again held, 
and the prisoner nmrehed back to gaol 
under an escort of troojis, tlie consuls 
supporting the unhappy man all the way. 
That night the prisoner was reprieved, 
iind taken on boai d an oatward-bound 
ship.. — Western Aforiiin/j News.
